>uch trades us tailoring, stocking- 
making, shoe-making, basket 
weaving svap-inuking ete. ure 
being taught, not omy for the 
material benetit which it gives 
the trainee but equally important 
fur the spirit’ of independence 
and self-respect, which they 
inspire, The disabled after 
being treated and repaired feels 
as good as new, so to Speak, and 
is prepared to take his place = ia 
the nation as a useful citizen. 
The Orthopaedic Centre is thus 
equipped and staffed to carry oul 
vocational training. 

“This is not all. 
disabled soldier to start his little 
business and manage it after- 
wards, he is tinally trained in co- 
operative management. The 
China Industrial Co-operatives 1s 
assisting in giving this training 
and in providing loans to pur- 
chase equipment and raw mater- 
ials. 

“The main objective of the 
Orthopaedic Centres of which 
three are Now organised and 
others are set up as s00n as 
funds are available, is thua the 
rehabilitation Into civil fife of 
every soldier discharged from 
the Army as disabled. 

“There is, however, another 
equally important objective. That 
is the prevention of deformity and 
disability. Many wounds, often 
the light ones, will deteridrate 
into bad cases, if they are not 
properly treated at the beginninig. 
Many cases of amputation can 
be avoided and limbs saved, if 
properly handled at the start. By 
training the medical staff of the 
Army how to treat such canes 
during the first few- days or 
weeks, we can substantially re- 
duce the number of cases that 
eventually become disabled.

Field-Marshal Sir Philip 
Chetwode, chairman of 
the executive of the Bri- 
tish Red Cross and St. 
John War Organisation, 
stated at a luncheon of 
the Anglo - Swedish 
Society in London that 
British prisoners of war 
in Germany were now 
receiving a regular and 
generous supply of par- 
cels. 


He had just received a tele- 
gram from Geneva asking the 
organisation not to send so many 
as it could not deal with them. 


“Something Funny” 


There was no record, Sir Philip 
stated, either in the last war or 
this, of the Germans taking any 
parcels, At some of the camps,’ 
however, ‘something very funny” 
was going on, 

At Oflag 7 CH, which was 
full of officers, a good many 
parcels had been received, but 
letters from prisoners were con- 
tradictory. 

A woman said her husband 
wrote from this camp stating that 
he had had no tood or clothes and:

Fanciers have 
the homing pigeon 
is {ntelligent enough to do any- 
thing required of it. A training 
method has been adopted to make 
the bird especially contented with 
its loft, at the same time to im- 
press upon it what it needed out- 
side the home. 

So that wherever the mobile loft, 
goes it will want to get back to 
it. From the age of four months 
onwards, they are put to train- 
ing. As they grow larger and 
Stronger they are taken — further 
and further from the loft and 
forced to fly back. 

They are eve: ‘rained to re- 
turn by means of a sound which 
the birds associate with feeding 
time. It is the “mess call." And 
as, during preliminary training, 
the mobile loft is moved every 
day, the birds become accustomed 
to look for it anywhere. 

When prepared for long flights, 
a leg or a back container is fitted 
for messages. The “signal” is 
written on thin paper so that, 
with the container, it weighs very 
little indeed. The “back contain- 
er.” designed for carrying maps 
and photographs, is held in place 
by harness which is very care~ 
fully fitted to each bird so that the 
“capsule” is perfectly balanced on 
its back. By this method loads of 
as muchas three vunces have 
been carried, 


The birds carried by the R.A.F. 
bombers have message cylinders 
attached to their legs with a 
special white patch on the outside 
so that the airman can {inscribe 
his position in a few seconds if 
he.has to send out an SOS. In 
case the bird alights on a ship, 
instructions to send the message 
onwards are printed on the back 
of the SOS form. This intelligent 
anticipation has saved a lot of time 
on several occasions.

The disabled afer 
being treated and repaired feels 
jas good as new, so to speak, and 
is prepared to take his place in 
the nation as a useful citizen, 
The Orthopaedic Centre is thus 
equipped and staffed to carry out 
vocational training. 

“This is not all. To help the 
disabled soldier to start hjs little 
business and manage it after- 
wards, he is finally trained in co- 
operative management, The 
Chira Industrial Co-en*ratives is 
assisting in giving this training 
and in providing ioans to pur- 
chase equipment and raw mater- 
ials. 

“The main 
Orthopacdic Centres 
three are now organised and 
others are set up as soon as 
funds are available, ts thus the 
rehabilitation into civil ilfe of 
every soldier discharged from 
the Army as disabled. - 

“There is, however, another 
equally important objective. That 
is the prevention of deformity and 
disability. Many wounds, often 
the light anes, will deteriorate 
into bad cases, if they are wxot 
properly treated at the beginninig.

Two, released in an entirely strange direction, 
covered 340: miles in -11 hours.

One young pigeon delivered an 
SOS, against a Channe! gale, over 
175 miles of raging sea, in eight 
and a half hours of fierce relent-

pigeons. Approved Pigeon Clubs 
through Britain are encouraged 
to train birds sq as to keep up 
a supply for the forces. A com- 
mittee of prominent racing pigeon 
fanciers has organised the Racing 
Pigeon Service, thus enabling 
thousands to make the services of 
their birds and their own skill 
available to Britain. 


Birds Carefully 
Protected 


The National Pigeon Service 
is another organisation which 
breeds these invaluable birds for 
the R.A.F. and the Army. It em- 
ploys its own birds on message 
work for the Services. And s0 es- 
sential a part do they play that it 
has become an offence to shoota 
homing pigeon. Further, to protect 
them from natural enemies, the 
peregrine falcons 
has been ordered. Seventy-eight 
eyries were located and from them 
a heavy toll had been levied on 
carrier pigeons. 

The high speed of aircraft has 
caused problems in the release of 
pigeons during filght. The bird 
would have small chance of sur- 
vival if released in the normal 
way at any great ‘speed. So the 
difficulty is being overcome by 
stalling the ’plane. while the bird 
is let go. If circumstances do not 
permit this, then the bird is 
thrown clear in a slotted paper 
bag which acts as wind resister. 
it is: simple, for ¢he:-pigeon-. to 
fight its way out of the “bag. { 

In November, 1918, there were 
2,000 pieces and: 150 mobile lofts 
on active service with the British 
forces. South Africa has not for- 
gotten this.

stinctive desire to return to the 
mate, even by starvation to stimu- 
late the desire to get back to the 
loft for food. Now they are train- 
ed by kindness. Fanciers have 
learned that the homing pigeon 
is intelligent enough to do any- 
thing ‘required of it. A training 
method has been adopted to make 
the bird especially contented with 
its loft, at the same time to im- 
press upon it what it needed out- 
side the home. 

So that wherever the mobile loft 
goes it will want to get back to 
{t. From the age of four months 
onwards, they are put to train- 
ing. As they grow larger and 
stronger they are taken further 
and further {from the loft and 
forced to fly back. 

They are 2ven trained to re- 
turn by means of a sound whtch 
the birds associate with feeding 
time. It is the “mess call." And 
as, during preliminary training, 
the mobile loft is moved every 
day, the birds become accustomed 
to look for it anywhere. 

When prepared for long flights, 
a leg or a back container Is fitted 
for messages. The “signal” is 
written on thin paper so that, 
with the container, it welghs very 
little indeed. The “back contain- 
jer.” designed for carrying maps 
and photographs, is held in place 
by harness which is very care- 
fully fitted to each bird so that the 
“capsule” is perfectly balanced on 
its back. By this method loads’ of 
as much as three ounces have 
been carried. 


The birds carried by the RA.F. 
bombers have message cylinders 
attached to their legs with a 
special white patch on the outside 
so that the airman can inscribe 
his position in a few seconds if 
he has to send out an SOS. In 
case the bird alights on a ship, 
instructions to send the message 
onwards are printed on the back 
of the SOS form, This intelligent 
anticipation has saved a lot-of time 
on several occasions.

Motorists who draw 
supplementary petrol 
rations are to have these 
allowances reduced. It 
is understood that the 
cut is likely to be between 
10 and 20 ‘per cent. of the 
existing grant. 


Announcing the impending re- 
duction, the Secretary for Petro- 
leum, Mr. Geoffrey Lloyd, stated 
that the greatly increased require- 
ments of the fighting forces neces- 
sitated further economies in th 
civilian consumption of petrol. 

The cuts would be made in 
supplementary allowances for the 
next rationing period of June 
and July. Motorists were asked to 
accept these reductions in the 
national interest.

Unless this extension was granted, the 
nation would be taking a grave national 


risk, said President 


Roosevelt, and dis- 


integration of the army would be under way 


within two months.

President Roosevelt dramatised his re- 
quest by trying an innovation —— he trans- 
cribed his message on records so that his 
words might be broadcast. 


The President emphasised that

was 4 year ago, 

It is so grave, in my opinion, 
and in the opinion of all who are 
conversant with the facts, that the 
army should be maintained at 
effective strength and without 
diminution of its effective num- 
bers in a complete state of readi- 
ness, 

“Smail as It Is by comparison 
with other armics, it should not 
tuffer any form of disorganisa- 
tion or disintegration.” 


Grave Risk 


President Roosevelt said, there- 
fore, it would be taking a grave 
national — risk unless Congress 
were to make possible the main- 
tenance of the present full effec- 
tive strength of the army during 
the coming year, and give train- 
ing to as many additional Ameri- 
cans as possible.

Britain is now produc- 
ing the world’s most 
formidable fighter air- 
craft, the. Typhoon, which 
surpasses the Spitfire and 
even the new Tornado in 
performance. The Ty- 
phoon, fitted with the 
magnificent new Napier 
Sabre engine, is capable 
of well over 400 m.p.h. 


The Typhoon is armed and 
armoured better than any of its 
predecessors, Its armament com- 
prises a mixture of cannon and 
and machine-guns, giving terrific 
fire power. 


The Sabre engine, designed by 
Major Frank Halford, famed as 
the producer of racing motor- 
cars before the war, develops the 
unprecedented horse~power of 
2,400. 


The aircraft is single seater, 
single-engined machine, designed 
by Mr. Sydney Camm, chief 
designer of the Hawker Aircraft 
Company, who also planned the 
Hawker Hurricane and the Haw- 
ker Tornado. It has a_ greater 
range than previous single seater 
types. 


Germany's latest single seater 
fighter, the Heinkel! 113, is be- 
lieved to have a top speed of 
398 m.p.h., a celling of 39,400 
feet, and is armed with four 
large-bore guns. 

Among the 1,000 Canadian and 
America aircraft so far delivered 
to the RAF. is the Catalina 
P.B.Y. flying boat, made by the 
Consolidated Company. Many 
models of this machine are doing 
excellent work on reconnaissance 
and escort duty in the North 
Atlantic.

Governor’s Speech 


His Excellency, the Governor 
said: — 


“I want to put a very plain 
case to you this afternoon. We 
know—we cannot help but know 
—that on every stricken fleld in 
China there He after each battie

“If we were actually to be con- 
fronted with such a one, and if 
the means to help him were at 
hand, stretcher, ambulance and 
hospital, who among us would 
hesitate to carry that = stretcher 
and help with that ambulance 
until the victim of war had rea- 
ched the surgeon? Would we not 
strain every nerve and muscle to 
get that man to hospital? Would 
we care whether we risked our 
very lives if he lay there in the 
flesh, bleeding at our feet? 


“IT tell-you that thousands of 
these stricken, pain-torn, dy- 
ing men are lying about you 
this very afternoon. Not here 
physically in Hong Kong, but 
over there in China for which 
land beats the heart of every 
Chinese man and Chinese wo- 
man and of every friend of 
China, however, loyal a Britisn 
subject he or she may be, 
“Those stricken men may be 

far away in reality, though not, 
I trus', far from your thoughts; 
but right bere at hand you have 
stretchers, ambulances, hospitals. 
surgical instruments and all the 
rest of Dr. Robert Lim's crying 
needs; und you have them in 
very large quantities; not per- 
haps enough to fulfil all his re- 
quirements, bu’ quite enough — to 
Save thousands of men from 
death or helpless crippledom.
